For the more speedy Reduction of the Number of Seijeants, 
Corporals and Drummers, in the Militia of Ireland, when 
not in actual Service.

by an Act passed in the fifty-seventh year of the 57 Geo. .1. 
reign of his late Majesty King George the Third, intituled, c> t04 : for 
“ An Act to reduce the number of Serjeants, Corporals and Drummers, Sts'm Ser ” 
“ the Militia of Ireland, whilst disembodied;” it is enacted, That no Militia on 
vacancy which shall occur by the death, dismissal or removal of any dea,h ’ &c ‘ 
Serjeants, Corporals or Drummers, of any regiment or battalion of the 
said Militia, which shall not be embodied and called out into actual ser- 
vice, shall be supplied or filled up until the numbers of such Serjeants, 

Corporals and Drummers, shall be reduced below the numbers therein 
mentioned : And whereas it is expedient that power should be given for 
the more speedy reduction of the numbers of such Serjeants, Corporals 
and Drummers, in such regiments or battalions of the said Militia, in 
which such reduction shall not have taken place before the passing of 
this Act; " 3

authority of the same, THAT at any time after ‘ Serjeants, &c. 

it shall be lawful for His Majesty, His Heirs or Successors, or for the ? ay j e / e ' 
Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time after aHy 
time being, to direct that the number of Serjeants, Corporals and Drum- P assin S thls 
mers, to be retained in any regiment or battalion of the said Militia on ^jeVntand 
permanent pay, when not in actual service, shall be as follows, and no one Corpoiat 
more, and the same shall thereupon be the ordinary Establishment of such [h^Jmen 
regiment or battalion, that is to say ; one Serjeant and one Corporal, and ' Y 
no more, to every private men, and one Drummer to 

every company, with an addition of one Drummer to each flank company; 
and if it shall happen that there shall then remain a surplus of 
private men or upwards, and less than every such regiment 

or battalion shall and may, in such case, have one additional Corporal for 
such surplus number of men ; and when any such regiment or battalion 
of Militia shall be drawn out into actual service, such addition shall be 
made thereto, that there shall be one Serjeant and one Corporal to every 
private men, and two Drummers to every company. 
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
